Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

!  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annua!  Report  upon  the 
health,  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  in  respect  of  the 
Sandy  Urban  District  for  1962. 

The  vita!  statistics  are  very  satisfactory.  There  were  no 
infant  deaths  or  stillbirths  this  year.  In  a  small  district  however, 
this  is  of  less  significance  than  the  general  level  of  mortality  which 
hts  occurred  over  the  last  ten  years  ;  this  works  out  at  an  average 
of  16.8  and  is  lower  than  the  national  average. 

The  commonest  cause  of  death  under  the  age  of  65  was  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  coronary  disease  of  the  heart. 

The  only  infectious  disease  which  was  at  all  common  during 
the  year  was  Measles  ;  a  disease  which  at  present  there  is  little  we 
can  do  to  control. 

There  were  continued  complaints  about  the  Fertilizer  Factory 
m  the  district  but  progress  was  made  in  minimizing  the  objection¬ 
able  odour. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  their  staff  for  the  help  and  co-operation  given  during 
the  year.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  General 
Hospital,  Kimbolton  Road,  Bedford,  is  available  for  the 
examination  of  any  material  submitted  by  the  Health  Department 
or  by  General  Practitioners.  This  service  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council  through  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  there  is  no  charge  to  the  Council.  The  Laboratory  undertakes 
the  examination  of  throat  swabs,  sputum,  urine  and  faeces,  and 
blood  from  cases  of  suspected  infectious  disease,  and  advice  and 
assistance  is  always  available.

1.  Ambulance 

1  he  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides  a  complete  service 
covering  the  whole  of  the  County.  The  service  is  a  twentv-four 
hour  one  and  is  free  of  charge,  and  is  available  for  the  removal  of 
cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  and  also  for  the  transport 
of  patients  who  are  unable  to  use  other  means  of  transport  to  and 
irom  Hospitals  or  Clinics,  so  that  they  can  receive  any  necessary 
treatment.  The  request  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance  must 
be  made  by  a  General  Practitioner  or  by  an  Authorised  Person.  ' 
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1  he  service  is  also  available  for  the  transport  of  persons 
suffering  from  infectious  disease  to  isolation  hospital.

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This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance, 
neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  metals  apart  from  a  negligible 
trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  not  unduly  so, 
contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents  and  it  is  of  very 
satisfactory  organic  quality. 

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  these  results  are 
indicative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public 
supply  purposes.  Regular  samples  are  taken  from  taps  in  the 
district  and  subject  to  bacteriological  examination.  All  samples 
have  proved  satisfactory.

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Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

It  is  now  possible  to  protect  persons  against  an  increasing 
number  of  infections  by  the  use  of  vaccines  and  toxoids.  The 
Bedfordshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
this  service  which  is  given  direct  at  clinics  or  through  the  General 
Medical  Practitioners.  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus, 
Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and  Tuberculosis  are  the  diseases  dealt 
with.  The  tables  presented  below  are  supplied  by  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  and  indicate  the  work  carried  out  in  the  district 
during  the  year.

Sewage  Disposal  Works 

There  are  now  1,180  houses  connected  to  the  sewer.  The 
majority  of  the  houses  along  the  High  Road  have  now  been  con¬ 
nected  up  to  the  sewer.  The  sewage  from  The  Baulk  and  the  High 
Road  is  forced  over  the  River  Ivel  by  means  of  two  electric 
motors,  automatic  float  control  and  squirrel  cage  type  pumps 
situated  in  The  Baulk. 

The  motors  and  pumps  have  given  excellent  results,  and 
require  the  minimum  of  attention. 

The  sewage  arrives  at  the  works  13'  3"  below  ground  level, 
and  forced  to  the  Continuous  Flow  Tanks  by  two  Mirlees-Watson 
Electric  Motors  and  centrifugal  pumps.  The  motors  have  given  an 
excellent  performance.  They  are  automatic  and  controlled  by 
electrodes. 

Several  samples  of  the  effluent  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories  for  exam¬ 
ination,  the  analysis  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

Number  of  visits  made  to  Sewage  Works  approx.  300.  The 
Works  are  satisfactory  for  the  present  requirements.
